The magazine section of the New 
York Sunday World has a fine ar- 
ticle about the education of a blind 
and deaf girl at the Philadelphia 
Institution, and while it is deserved 
ly complimentary to the school, it 
ia rather misleading to tbe average 
citizen who may read it. Casual 
mention is made of the deaf teacher 
who shed light into the darkened 
mind of the little blind-deaf girl, 
and then is presented, aa the acme 
of educational accomplishment, the 
work of tbe oral teacher. 

There ia no donbt in tbe Journal 
editoi's mind that the greatest dif- 
ficulty was encountered at the he- 
beginning, where there was no 
knowledge of any kind to aid the 
teacher in the first steps toward a 
reasoning intel licence. That these 
first steps called for a high order of 
ingenuity and the most extraordi- 
nary exercise of patience, will easily 
be understood. That the manual 
alphabet was used in tbe successive 
steps to inculcate knowledge, is also 
an incident worthy of remembrance 
That natural signs were also used, 
the paper does not state ; bnt pro- 
bably tbe same combinatior 
bigns and the manual alphabet 
which were applied in the mental 
awakening of Helen Kellar, were 
also brought to b*ar in the ease of 
this blind and deaf girl. 

To put the emphasis of ac- 
complishment upon the mere fact 
of an impei feet ability to enunciate 
a few coherent verbal sounds, is 
neither square with the public nor 
just to the first teacher. However, 
the patience and skill which evolv- 
ed spoken language from such an 
unpromising subject, and which also 
is said to have developed tbe ability 
to read by touch from Hp-motion of 
the teacher, should not be over- 
looked. True, this is a matter of 
physical development, which d* 
pended essentially upon knowledge 
already obtained. Still, as an 
achievement of both pupil and 
teacher, we believe the authorities 
of the Philadelphia School will con- 
car with us that it shonld be regard- 
ed as secondary in tbe line of edu- 
cational acquirement. Tbe wrong 
estimate is tbe reporter's, but the 
tbe false impression will cling to 
to public mind.

The local 1915 N. A. D. fund is 
growing all the time. So our East- 
ern brethren are assured of a most 
glorious time while they are our 
guests next July. 

The local N. A. D. Committee is 
the same as previously announced, 
with the exception that Miss Mabel 
Luddy has been added as Secretary 
and Mr. Fred Baars is also a mem- 
ber, to look after the printing line. 
Mr. Leon A. Fisk, of Los Angeles, 
is the new member of the California 
Association of the Deaf Board of 
Directors, made vacant by the death 
of|Mr. Oscar Regensburg. Mr. M. 
S. Runde is the new First Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

The legislative committee of the 
N. A. D. is at present doing some 
live wire work, in regard to the oral 
schools in the state, asking for their 
discontinuance and that the pupils 
be sent to the state school at Berke- 
ley, where the method of instruction 
is fitted to the child and not tbe 
child to the method; a new impostor 
law is being framed to be presented 
to the next legislature. They have 
also received favorable replies, in 
regard to amendments being made to 
tbe Employers' Liability and Work- 
men's Compensation Law, otherwise 
known as the " Boynton Act," so as 
to remove the handicaps it makes 
upon deaf workmen. 

Among the plans to raise funds 
for the ro.15 fund are : — twenty 
ladies who will give dinners at their 
homes in rotation, charging 25 cents 
per head. This will net 100 dollars; 
20 men will give smokers in their 
homes. This will net 100 dollars 
more; a deaf man in Los Angeles, 
working in a place where there are 
2000 employers, has the idea of col- 
lecting 5 cents from each for the 
fund. The amount would also be 
100 dollars; the boy foreman of tbe 
barber shop at the Berkeley School 
will give the graduates, who come 
there on Thanksgiving Day to at- 
tend the football game, a shave and 
hair cut, the proceeds to go to the 
fund. 

"I just saw Governor Johnson 
over yonder," said a gentleman to a 
boy in San Mateo lately. The boy 
looked around and said, "No, that 
is my father." It happened to be 
Granville Redmond, the famous 
deaf artist. 

The ladies are making arrange- 
ments to hold a bazaar in the near 
future.

•Miss Wildey Mitchell, of Selma, 
Fresno County, is now in San Jose, 
where she expects to remain a year.

It was a poet, and not a states- 
man who said : 

For forms of government let fools contest, 
Whate'er is best administered is best. 

This proposition may be contrary 
to received opinion in this country, 
where we lay so much stress on our 
peculiar form of government, but 
there is more truth in it upon reflec- 
tion than may at first appear. 

And what is true in this respect 
of government in general is also 
true with regards to a particular 
statute, and more especially to a 
statute that smacks of. class legisla- 
tion, from whose very nature much 
discretionary power must be con- 
ferred on the party who is to ex- 
ecute it. Take the Nebraska Oral 
law as an illustration. It is the 
view of the educated deaf that the 
legislature in passing it came near 
making, if it did not actually make, 
an incursion upon their constitution- 
al rights, and it cannot be regarded 
by right-thinking people in its 
present shape as a wise and proper 
exercise of legislative discretion. 

I have animadverted on this sub 
ject many times during the past few 
years, and on each occasion have 
given concrete instances of grave in 
justices in its operation. But a re 
cent meeting of the Parents Associa- 
tion of tbe Nebraska School for the 
Deaf forces the question again upon 
us. 

"Asa matter of fact this meeting 
was composed of a number of parents 
who had just come to Omaha to 
enter their children in the school, 
and who were marshalled by the 
superintendent and oral teachers, and 
who were so uninformed and misin- 
formed that they did the bidding of 
those interested."— A. L. Hurt, in 
Omaha Bee. 

Exactly. This is one of the most 
flagrant instances of the danger to 
liberty and truth in giving large dis- 
cretionary powers to school authori- 
ties. It is simply astonishing— nay, 
more, it is disgraceful that officials 
charged with the care of the deaf 
youth of Nebraska should thus give 
rein to their wanton exaggeration 
and duplicity, and grossly mislead 
the parents upon the matters which 
they are purporting to espouse and 
concerning which they pass as ex- 
perts. Certainly, reckless misstate- 
ments of this kind will not do the 
oralistic, or any other cause, any 
good, but it will eventually bring it 
into ridicule and disrepute in the 
minds of all sober, reasonable people. 
The unfortunate thing about it is 
that the hapless deaf youth of the 
present day are the victims and must 
suffer much before the public comes 
to a realization of oralistic humbug. 
Mr. Hurt knows whereof lie 
speaks. He bas ample opportunities 
of discovering what are the con- 
ditions in the Nebraska School. II is 
conclusions that the Nebraska School 
staff are the dreadful transgressors 
as regards the practice of deception, 
exaggeration and degradation that 
we have often connected with the 
oral method are based on observation. 
They must be accepted as absolute 
— final, and as settling once for 
all the question of the responsibility 
for the deterioration in the stan- 
dards for the uplift of the deaf 
coming from the oral schools. 

It is to be hoped the deaf will 
learn a lesson from this foolish Neb- 
raska law. It is only by the exercise 
of eternal vigilance that the deaf can 
hope to forestall legislation fostered 
by enemies and faddists, the effect 
and purpose of which will be to de- 
prive them, little by little, of their 
rights and privileges, until the rear- 
ing of the deaf child will be hedged 
about by so many artificial restric- 
tions that it will be practically im- 
possible for tbe coming youth to 
maintain the present high position 
of the deaf in morals and learning. 
Moreover, tbe present teaching of 
the deaf is not an exact science, and, 
since it is constantly changing its 
methods, it is unsafe to allow any 
school to have its tenets or its 
methods established directly or 
directly by law. The truth as re- 
gards any scheme of educating the 
deaf or any other class, is only to l>c 
arrived at after full, free, and fair 
discussion. This is a fact as old as 
history itself, and it is surprising a 
body of lawmakers, composed in the 
main of learned I* men, 

should be so oblivious to the inexor- 
able teachings of the past and should 
attempt to set up a clique as consti- 
tuted authorities, endowed with the 
right to suppress all methods for 
educating the deaf which do not 
agree with their own. 



It is no longer expedient that the 
deaf submit in silence, as they al- 
ways do — as they have always 
done— in such cases from " the time 
whereof the memory of man runneth 
not to the contrary," and, besides, 
tbey should give to the public the 
assurance that they, as a class, are 
honest, law-abiding and truthful, 
and that, out of regard for their own 
interests and reputation, no less 
than from a duty they owe the pub- 
lic, they may be depended on to 
ferret out and to expose the erring 
or incompetent that run the 
schools for the deaf ; and thus 
odium would fall only on those 
dividuals who deserve it,

Tea is doubt less the most common 
household beverage in the world. 
It is the almost universal drink 
among the teeming millions of 
Chins and Japan. The name of tea 
It usually associated in one's mind 
with China, Japan or Ceylon, as it 

is from these countries thai I be tea 

used in the United States and 
Europe is secured. There is a tea 
used by twenty million or more 
South Americans which is an en- 
tirely different article. One will 

find its disciples throughout Brazil, 
Argentina, Paraguay, and Chile. 
This is lbs verba mate, orParagosy 
tea, as it is usually called by En- 
glish-speaking people. 

The early Jesuit missionaries to 
South America were t tie first dis- 
covers of the vittuos of the verba 

mate, when they found the Indiana 

Chewing It, and by doing so were 
able to undergo great hardship, 
with very little solid food These 
fathers experimented with the 
shrub or rather tree, and instructed 
the Indiana in its cultivation. At 
a later time immense forests were 
discovered in southern Brazil and 
Paraguay, and it is from them that 

the principal crop is now obtained. 
The state of Parana in southern 
Brazil produces more of this pie 
paratiou than any other country, 
and several million dollars' won h 
of it is shipped each year to the 
other Brazilian states and foreign 
countries. lis production has been 
I he source of wealth to not, a few 
iO thai state, for the yerbales, as 

the plantations are called, have 

proven very profitable It i made 

from the leaves of a tree that is 

generally about the size of an 

orange tree, but will sometimes 

grow to a height of twenty-five feel 
and with a trunk two, and even

It is always a delight to me to 
visit the Texas School for the Deaf. 
The cordial welcomes of officers and 
teachers; the frankly expressed 
appreciation of the pupils; and 
above all the whole-souled Southern 
hospitality of the genial Superin- 
tendent and his family, make me 
feel that I am truly at home here. 
My present visit has been fnll of 
pleasing surprises. There are many 
changes for the better. The noble 
portico with its stately columns 
replacing the old ramshackle porch 
has entirely changed the appearance 
of the facade of the main building. 
There are many other improve- 
ments, too. And then there are 
the hogs. These are some hogs, be- 
lieve me ! Sir Durac and his lady 
of the Colorado School, will have to 
look to their laurels. 

Last, but by no means least, 
there are the stacks of arras and 
soldierly equipment that clutter the 
balcony of the gymnasium. I use 
the word "clutter" advisedly; for 
while the guus and bayonets and all 
the other paraphernalia of war may 
seem to be in the way there, the 
balcony is really the only conveni- 
ent place to keep them now. Bye 
and bye when the new CHses now 
building at, the carpenter shop are 
finished and in place, the resource- 
ful " Colonel" Urbantke will pro- 
bably have found means for the 
erection of an armory. 

I have always admired the system 
in vogue at the New York School, 
aud have often been thrilled by 
sight of Ihe municians and the evo- 
lutions of the cadets, and I have 
wondered why other schools did not 
adopt it. I cannot imagine any- 
thing better lor the morale of a 
school. 

Who has not beta inspired by 
the moving picture depicting the 
marching columns of Fanwood ?

In effect here only a few short 
weeks, the change brought about in 
the demeanor, conduct and carriage 
of the hoys and girls is remarkable. 
They have entered lnt> the spirit of 
the thing with a vim and have al- 
ly profited well by it — they will 
profit more, and the ultimate effect 
upon their physical, mental arid 
moral life, is not a matter for cal- 
culation here ; it must be good ! 

I was enihused by the marching 
of the boys. The precision of Co. 
B, for instance, was superb, con- 
sidering the short time they have 
been under instruction. I have 
seen companies of the National 
Guard that could not keep step so 
well as these young boys did this 
morning. Cos A, C and D march- 
ed well, too, and all of tbem show- 
ed a determination to do better. 
By the time the uniforms come they 
will march and go through Butts' 
manual like veterans. By that 
time, too, the drum corps will no 
doubt be trained and in marching 
trim. Then will come the band ! 
My, the mere thoughtof it all brings 
back to me all the martial strains I 
heard long years ago and plants my 
feet, more firmly when I walk. 

Not only do the boys march and 
evolute, but the girls too. They do 
It well, and the major tells me they 
do it a little better than JJthe boys. 
Now, bow about that? 

All in all the Texas School has 
entered a new era of progressive 
improvement under the wise ad- 
ministration of its present Super- 
intendent. May bis hands be up- 
held by those in authority, for in 
rny bumble opinion no better man 
can could be found to fill this 
fficult post He has an able corps 
of a ssistants, and these too deserve
